Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Cross  Lane  Hospital,  Scarborough, 
or  Yearsley  Bridge  Hospital,  York,  when  necessary. 

Expectant  mothers  are  admitted  to  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Scarborough,  Scarborough 
General  Hospital  We stow  Croft  Maternity  Hospital,  Fulford.  Maternity  Hospital 
and  Notherallerton  Maternity  Hospital. 

St.  Hilda's  Hospital,  Whitby,  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  York  and  St.  Mary's  Hospital, 
Scarborough  are  available  for  admission  of  geriatric  patients. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 


Co-operation  with  voluntary  organisations  continu  s and  particular  mention  of  the 
Pickering  Ambulance  Association  must  be  made.  This  body  provides  ransport  for 
people  in  the  Pickering  area  who  would  not  otherwise  be  able  to  attend  chiropody 
clinics  and  also  provides  extra  items  of  nursing  equipment.

Family  Planning  sessions  are  held  regularly  at  Pickering  and  ‘Malton.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


All  water  supplies  in  the  district  are  administered  by  the  Ryedale  Joint 
Water  Board,  of  which  this  authority  is  a constituent  member. 

All  the  villages  in  the  area  enjoy  piped  water  supplies,  Outlying 
farms  and  properties  ih  the  remote  districts  are  supplied  by  privately 
owned  springs. 

During  the  year  46  samples  of  water  from  various  parishes  of  the 
district  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  46  of  which  proved 
satisfactory  and  7 unsatisfactory. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  the  public  mains  is 
approximately,  1,491  and  the  population  supplied  approximately  5*080 
The  number  of  houses  supplied  directly  or  by  means  of  stand  pipes  is 
not  known. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  means  of  partially  controlled  tipping  which 
is  carried  out  at  the  Tip  in  Pockley  Dale. 

The  Refuse  Tip  continues  to  be  maintained  and  operated  under  strict 
supervision  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  it  in  a clean  and  tidy 
condition.  The  tractor  puchased  by  the  Council  continues  to  give 
valuable  assistance  with  the  work  of  spreading  and  covering  the  refuse. 
Difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  covering  material  in  sufficient 
quantities  is  being  experienced. 

The  refuse  being  dealt  with  is  changing  in  type  and  quantity 
year  by  year  and  is  ever  increasing  in  bulk.  The  estimated  life  of  the 
present  tip  is  about  2 years. 

House  refuse  is  collected  on  a fortnightly  basis  by  direct  labour 
using  a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Pore  and  Aft  Tipper  20/25  cu.  yd.  capacity 
vehicle  and  a labour  force  of  two  men. - Additional  labour  is  employed 
in  the  town  of  Helmsley  and  other  more  densely  populated  areas  of  the 
district.  The  Shelvoxe  and  Drewry  Pore  and  Aft  Tipping  Compression 
vehicle  continues  to  give  every  satisfaction. 

DRAINAGE  ADD  SEWERAGE 

There  are  eight  sewage  disposal  works  situated  in  the  area,  six  of 
which  deal  exlusively  with  the  treatment  of  seage  from  Helmsley,  Sproxton, 
Oswaldkirk,  Ampleforth,  Gilling  East  and  Wass. 

The  eighth  sewage  disposal  works  at  Wombleton  serves  the  parishes  of 
Beadlam,  Haxome,  Nawton,  Wombleton  and  Nunnington  and  is  administered  by 
this  Department  under  the  Joint  Committee  of  Helmsley  and  Kirkbymoorside 
Rural  District  Councils.  The  scheme  to  take  the  sewage  from  Nunnington 
in  the  Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District  Area  to  these  works  for  treatment  is 
operating  satisfactorly.  Work  on  the  erection  of  safety  fences  to  all  works 
in  the  area  is  now  completed. 

The  day  to  day  maintenance  of  these  works  is  carried  out  by  a mobile 
team  of  two  men  with  a van  for  transport.  The  use  of  the  tractor  assists 
greatly  in  the  maintenance  of  these  works.'  With  the  addition  of  Nunnington 
the  new  works  at  Wass  and  the  connection  of  the  Ampleforth  College  sewers 
additional  labour  will  have  to  be  provided.  During  the  year  the  Morris 
van  which  was  in  poor  condition  was  replaced  by  a Austin  10  cwt.  Van. 

The  scheme  serving  Wass  continues  to  operate  satisfactory.  A 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  the 
village  of  Rievaulx  should  receive  consideration.  The  scheme  for  Ampleforth 
College  sewage  works  is  receiving  considerations.  With  the  completion  of 


these  schemes  the  Council  could  well  consider  the  provision  of  schemes  for 
the  villages  of  Hawnby,  Stonegrave,  Coulton,  Old  Byland,  Oldstead,  Pockley 
Scawton,  Cold  Kirby  and  Scawton. 

Development  at  Helrasley,  Ampleforth  and  Beadlam  is  progressing  at 
such  a trate  that  the  ability  of  the  works  serving  these  areas  is  under 
question.,  particularly  if  adequate  provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  future. 

Evidence  of  the  flaw  to  the  Helmsley  works  has  been  obtained  through 
the  use  of  a Lea  Recorder  and  reports  are  to  be  prepared  on  these  three  works 
by  the  Councils’  Consulting  Engineer.  The  Helmsley  scheme  should  also  take 
into  consideration  the  question  of  dealing  with  the  flooding  which  occurs 
in  the  town  centre  after  very  heavy  rains  etc. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION 


During  the  year  there  were  24  conversions  to  the  water  carriage 
system  in  the  various  parishes  of  the  district.  There  were  also- 
40  new  houses  erected  with  water  carriage  facilities. 

SALVAGE 

There  is  no  salvage  scheme  in  operation  in  the  area. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Public  Conveniences  at  Helmsley  and  Rievaulx  have  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  privately  owned  pools  at  Queen  Mary's  School,  Helmsley 
and  Ampleforth  College. 

The  open-air  heated  Public  Swimming  Pool  in  Helmsley  provided  as 
a Memorial  to  the  Earl  of  Fever sham  has  operated  satisfactory. 

The  pool  is  well  administered  and  regular  samples  of  the  water  are  taken 
for  Bacteriological  Examination.  Some  15  samples  were  taken  all  of  them 

satisfactory. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

The  only  Licensed  caravan  site  in  the  area  has  been  visited  frequently 
when  condintions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  jointly  by  this  Council  and 
Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District  Council  to  carry  out  their  obligations  under 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949*  He  has  been  fully  engaged 
throughout  the  year.  Regular  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  the 
Council  owned  Refuse  Tips,  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  and  open 
ditches.  The  number  of  properties  in  the  district  surveyed  was  143  and 
I67  treatments  were  carried  out.  An  Austin  A35  van  is  employed  on 
this  service.  The  sum  of  £136-69  is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out 
on  business  premises.

3.  HOUSING  ACT  - IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  introduction  of  the  Housing  Act  1971  authorised  increases  in 
Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants  from  50%  to  75%  for  a limited  period 
of  2 years.  ,This  provision  immediately  increased  the  number  of  requests 
for  information  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  delays  in  answering  such 
requests  could  not  be  avoided.  Even  if  only  half  of  the  schemes  are  put 
in  hand  it  will  be  doubtful  if  the  local  building  industry  can  cope 
without  delays  occur ing.

W here  it  is  necessary  to  build  a new  bathroom,  construct  a septic 
tank  or  connect  mains  water  for  the  first  time  the  standard  grant  limit 
may  be  raised  to  £675*00. 


(b)  Discretionary  Grant 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  much  interest  in  improvement  grants 
was  aroused  by  the  introduction  of  the  75%  grant.  1972  will  reveal 
whether  or  not  the  interest  is  developed  in  practical  terms. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  meet  the  owner  of  the  property  on  the  site 
when  a more  detailed  explanation  of  standards  can  be  given. 

Numerous  requests  have  been  made  by  would-be  purchasers  for  information 
on  the  availability  of  grants  for  property  offered  for  sale.  Whilst  the 
general  requirements  for  grant  aid  work  are  explained,  no  consideration  of 
details  can  be  undertaken  at  that  stage.  In  one  instance  twelve  prospective 
purchasers  of  a house  asked  for  information  relating  to  improvement  grants 
and  most  wished  to  discuss  future  layout. 

There  is  not  the  time  available  to  discuss  twelve  alternative  schemes 
in  detail  when  it  can  be  seen  that  only  one  house  will  ultimately  be  improved. 

The  number  of  houses  improved  or  provided  now  totals  182  at  an  average 
cost  of  £336.52  per  dwelling  (i.e.  £61,247.00  total). 

(c)  Qualification  Certificates 

Introduced  in  the  Housing  Act  1969  these  certificates  are  issued  where 
a house  is  or  will  be  provided  with  all  the  standard  amenities  and  in  a 
good  state  of  repair. - 

Differences  of  opinion  may  exist  on  the  standard  of  repair  but 
otherwise  it  is  a straightforward  case  of  approval  or  refusal.  In 
practice  there  is  an  intermediate  stage  when  applications  are  held  until 
minor  repair  work  is  complete. 

In  conjunction  with  the  .Rent  Officer  the  procedure  has  the  effect  of 
converting  controlled  tenancies  to  "regulated". 

Six  applications  were  received  of  which  five  were  given  Provisional 
Approval  and  one  was  refused  (repair  work  needed). 

4,  UNFIT  HOUSES 

Three  houses  were  demolished  and  eleven  made  suitable  for  human 
habitation. 

5,  PRIVATE  HOUSING 

Five  houses  or  bungalows  were  constructed  privately  during  1971*

6,  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

(a)  Under  Construe ti on 

The  Oxcroft  Estate  at  Kirkbymoorside  was  completed.  Consisting  of 
twelve  4 bedroomed  houses,  twenty-eight  3 bedroomed  houses  and  twelve 
2 bedroomed  flats, the  scheme  is  the  largest  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Council  as  one  operation. 

(b)  Improvements 

1-6  East  Terrace,  Wombleton 

The  scheme  incorporates  an  improved  ground  floor  layout  with  store- 
rooms added.  All  work  to  the  houses  was  completed  with  only  the  road 
improvements  to  be  started. 
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1 & 2 Station  Cottages,  Nawton 

Works  consisting  of  new  bathrooms,  improved  kitchen  layout,  damp- 
proofing etc  were  completed  together  with  a new  drain  connection  to  the 
public  sewer. 

7-13  Station  Road,  Nawton.  7 & 8 East  Terrace,  Wombleton. 

1,2  8c  3 Council  Houses,  Gillamoor.  1 8c  2 Council  Houses,  Spaunton. 

These  fourteen  houses  were  all  provided  with  internal  W.C.'s. 

Disused  Hospital,  Kirkbymoorside 

Schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  four  dwellings  on  this  site  were 
finalised  and  much  of  the  work  vill  be  completed  in  1972. 

Two  Almshouses , Nunning-ton 

Extensive  improvement  works  have  been  planned  and  applications  for 
improvement  grants  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

Electrical  Systems 

The  provision  of  immersion  heaters,  earthleakage  circuit  breakers 
and  additional  sockets  has  been  completed  at  the  five  Gillamoor  houses, 
two  at  Wombleton  and  fifteen  at  Nawton.  Work  is  in  progress  at  twenty- 
three  of  the  Queen's  Way  houses. 

(c)  Council  Owned  Dwellings 

Two  bungalows  and  two  houses  were  purchased  with  the  former  Hospital 
and  the  Council  no w own  247  dwellings  on  the  following  sites :-

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(d)  Repairs 

All  dwellings  are  generally  in  good  state  of  repair.  Delays  do  occur 
in  summer  -due  to  the  need  to  concentrate  on  external  painting  work  and 
grass  cutting  but  all  essential  work  is  given  priority. 

Improvement  work  to  the  four  Hospital  houses  and  two  Almhouses  at 
Nunnington  will  provide  full  employment  for  the  labour  force  throughout 

1972.  • 

7.  FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 

(a)  Milk  Supplies 

The  system  whereby  the  County  Health  Inspector  carries  out  all 
sampling  of  milk .supplies  is  working  quite  well  and  avoids  duplication 
of  work. 

(b)  The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations  19&5 

There  are  no  liquid  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  this  district. 

( c_)  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  i960 

Standards  throughout  the  District  are  quite  good  but  there  were  two 
instances  where  cleanliness  was  not  up  to  standard.  Improvements  were 
made  in  one  case  and  the  proprietor  of  the  other  ceased  trading. 

(d)  Deep-freeze  cabinets 

Instances  continue  to  be  reported  where  food  has  become  unfit  for 
consumption  due  to  a failure  in  the  equipment  or  close  stacking  of  unfrozen 
food.  Every  effort  is  made  to  point  out  the  danger  to  health  but 
householders  appear  to  take  more  notice  when  financial  loss  is  experienced. 

(e)  Food  Preparation  Prem ises

Two  bakehouses  produce  bread  and  cakes  in  Kirkbymoorside  for  local 

sale. 

(,j)  "Meat  Inspection 

Hours  of  slaughter  are  controlled  at  both  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  permitting  work  from  8.0  a.m.  to  8.0  p.m*  Mondays  to  Fridays  and 
8.0  a.m.  to  12.0  noon  on  Saturdays.  It  is  still  necessary  for  meat  to  be 
inspected  at  Nunnington  Slaughterhouse  after  12.0  noon  each  Saturday. 

Apart  from  casualty  animals  all  meat  produced  continues  to  be  of 
good  quality. 

275  visits  of  inspection  were  made  and  2,873  carcases  examined.

9.  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Responsibility  for  the  supply  of  water  in  the  district  rests  with  the 
Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board.  Some  isolated  private  supplies  do  exist  in 
areas  where  it  is  considered  uneconomical  or  impossible  to  provide  a mains 
supply. 

Equipment  has  been  installed  to  neutralise  those  supplies  which  have 
plumbo -solvent  properties. 

A reserve  supply  has  been  provided  for  Apple ton-le -Moors  and 
Spaunton  which  previously  suffered  shortage  in  time  of  drought. 

Replacement  of  small  bore  mains  to  Great  Edstone  is  to  be  carried 
out  in  order  to  give  an  improved  supply. 

The  following  table  sets  out  the  number  of  houses  connected  to 
mains  supplies.  Those  houses  without  connections  have  their  own  private 
systems  and  very  few  are  within  a reasonable  distance  of  the  Boards 
supplies.

10.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

(a)  Kirby  Hills  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  surcharge  when  supernatant  water  is  being 
recirculated,  the  pumping  main  discharge  point  has  been  re-sited.  A 
completely  new  storm  overflow  and  grit  separation  channel,  is  to  be 
constructed  when  the  Kirkbymoorside  trunk  sewer  is  laid. 

(b)  Kirkbymoorside  Sewers 

There  is  every  indication  that  work  on  the  new  trunk  sewer  will 
begin  during  1972.  Designed  to  accommodate  all  land  which  may  be 
developed  within  the  reasonable  future,  the  sewer  will  prevent 
surcharging  in  all  but  the  exceptional  storm. 

(c)  Hut ton-le -Hole 


All  foul  drainage  from  this  village  is  treated  at  the  works 
constructed  in  1967.  Surface  water  is  discharged  to  the  stream. 

(d)  Lastingham 

The  village  was  provided  with  new  sewers  and  disposal  works  in 
1967  and  all  houses  are  connected. 

(e)  Nunnington 

. Completed  in  1970  the  scheme  caters  for  foul  drainage  from  all 
houses  in  the  village. 

As  the  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  Joint  Committee’s  Harome  works 
there  is  no  treatment  plant  to  maintain.  Daily  visits  are  however 
necessary  to  the  pumphouse  to  ensure  efficient  operation. 
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(f)  Spaunton 

A new  foul  sewer  was  laid  during  the  year  which  conveys  drainage 
by  gravity  to  the  Lastingham  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 

By  making  obsolete  individual  septic  tanks  the  sewer  has 
remedied  a public  health  problem  due  to  inefficient  soakaways. 

(g)  Appleton-le-Moors 

Work  began  on  this  scheme  which  will  provide  a new  sewer  for  the 
village  together  with  disposal  works. 

(h)  Great  Edstone 

All  the  necessary  approvals  have  been  received  and  the  Consulting 
Engineers  have  ordered  work  to  commence  on  the  10th  January,  1972.  New 
sewers'  will  discharge  into  a small  works  with  provision  for  desludging 
by  tanker  vehicle. 

(i)  Fadmoor  and  Gillamoor 

It  is  hoped  there  can  be  progress  in  1972  towards  a start  being 
made  in  19 73 • 

( ,j ) Salton 

Individual  septic  tanks  discharge  into  an  old  sewer  which  also 
receives  surface  water.  The  system  empties  into  a gutter  to  the  east 
of  the  village. 

(k)  Welburn 


There  are  only  a few  houses  in  this  village  the  drainage  from 
which-  passes  through  one  privately  owned  septic  tank  before  emptying 
into  a ditch. 

The  Welburn  Hall  School  has  its  own  treatment  plant  which  is 
understood  to  be  working  to  full  capacity.  Consultations  are  taking 
place  with  the  County  Council  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  any  new  works 
should  accomodate  drainage  from  the  school. 

(l)  Nawton  and  Wombleton 

Both  villages  are  adequately  sewered  and  are  connected  to  the 
Joint  Committee  works  at  Harome. 

(m)  Keldholme 

Individual  septic  tanks  with  outlets  connecting  to  an  old  road 
drain  are  causing  concern.  Complaints  are  increasing  year  by  year 
and  it  is  hoped  the  Council  will  authorise  expenditure  on  a new  sewer 
at  an  early  date. 

(n)  Drainage  Generally 

When  work  at  present  under  way  has  been  completed  there  will  be 
few  villages  without  adequate  facilities  for  treating  foul  sewage. 
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lt would  be  most  dis-heartening  if  future  development  was 
allowed  to  re-introduce  the  foul  ditches  and  streams  which  are  now 
becoming  a thing  of  the  past.  With  increased  leisure  time  there  will 
be  more  demand  in  this  area  for  caravan  and  camping  sites.  It  is 
essential  that  drainage  from  such  development  should  be  purified  to 
a similar  standard  as  that  for  local  authority  schemes. 

Eleven  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  during  the  year. 

11.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  Refuse  Collection 


The  service  continues  to  be  weekly  collection  in  Kirkbymoorside, 
Keldholme,  Kirby  Mills,  Nawton  and  Wombleton;  monthly  in  Bransdale,  , 
Farndale  and  Sleightholmedale  during  the  winter  months  otherwise 
fortnightly  elsewhere. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  ten  years  ago  collections  were 
made  from  1,447  houses  whereas  today  the  number  has  Increased  to 
approximately  1,697. 

12.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

An  assessment  of  the  cost  of  fully  controlled  tipping  (covering 
every  evening  the  day’s  refuse)  was  made  during  the  year.  Every 
indication  is  that  money  would  be  better  spent  on  some  form  of 
mechanical  treatment  of  the  refuse  prior  to  tipping.  Consideration 
v/as  being  given  to  a suggestion  that  all  refuse  be  transported  to  the 
Malton  Pulverisor.  In  the  meantime  refuse  is  deposited  at  Cockerhill 
Quarry,  Wombleton  and  covered  as  frequently  as  machinery  and  materials 
are  available. 

13.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  are  responsible  for  cleansing  and  maintaining  the 
Kirkbymoorside  Conveniences  but  those  at  Hutton-le-Kole  and  Low  Mills, 
Farndale  were  provided  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council  and  are 
maintained  by  them.  Cleansing  is  carried  out  by  part-time  female 
labour  and  the  cost  is  off-set  by  the  receipts.

A complaint  of  smoke  nuisance  was  dealt  with  concerning  the  continual 
burning  of  lawn  mowings.  This  was  considered  to  be  a statutory  nuisance 
and  informal  representations  resulted  in  the  practice  being  stopped.

20.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19- 49 


Continued  survey  and  treatment  work  ensures  a good  degree  of  control 
over  rodents..  In  conjunction  with  the  Helmsley  R.D.C. , one  Rodent  Control 
Operative  is  employed  full-time.  Reports  of  infestations  are  investigated 
with  a minimum  delay  and  treatments  carried  out  where  necessary. 

This  service  is  free  for  occupiers  of  dwellinghouses  but  businesses 
are  charged  according  to  the  actual  costs  incurred. 

Not  enough  attention  is  given  to  proofing  of  buildings.  Although  it 
is  accepted  that  old  buildings  cannot  always  be  made  rat  and  mouse  proof, 
action  can  be  taken  in  most  cases  to  point  external  walls,  apply  wire 
gauze  to  airgrates,  fit  wire  balloons  to  vent  and  rainwater  pipes,  improve 
the  fitting  of  doors  etc.  Regular  free  visits  are  expensive  to  the  local 
authority  and  unless  proofing  is  carried  out  it  could  become  necessary 
to  serve  a notice  requiring  such  action  to  be  taken.- 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  remind  members  of  the  construction 
industry  to  point  around  pipes  and  cables  passing  through  walls  below 
ground  level.  New  housing  estates  have  most  services  underground  and 
on  the  Oxcroft  Estate  these  consist  of:-  - Drains

Sewers  were  test  baited  at  Kutton-le-Hole , Nawton,  Nunnington,  . 
Kirkbymoorside , Lastingham  and  Wombleton.  Where ' takes ' were  recorded 
(one  manhole  at  Wombleton  and  two  at  Kirkbymoorside)  treatment  with 
‘Warfarin  followed. 
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21.  FERAL  PIGEONS 

Due  to  continued  trapping  and  sealing  of  old  buildings  feral 
pigeons  are  now  restricted  to  two  sites  in  Kirkbymoorside.  One  is 
an  open  archway  under  which  the  pigeons  sleep  and  the  other  is  a 
private  house  where  the  birds  are  fed  and  the  occupier  considers 
them  to  be  her  property.  She  has  from  time  to  time  caught  some  of 
the  birds  and  handed  them  in  for  disposal. 

Forty-one  birds  were  caught  during  the  year  and  numerous  nests 
destroyed. 

22.  BUILDING  REGULATIONS 


With  sohemes,  of  sewerage  and  house  improvement  in  progress  the 
time  available  for  inspection  of  Building  Operations  is  limited.  At 
other  times  it  is  possible  for  some  of  this  work  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  Clerk  of  Works  and  the  Maintenance  Supervisor. 


Most  of  the  work  is  carried  out  by  local  contractors  who  are  not 
afraid  to  ask  for  information  and  will  attend  to  any  reasonable 
standards  required  of  them.

The  need  to  deal  with  existing  forms  of  pollution  has  now  been 
widely  acknowledged.  It  would  have  been  far  more  satisfying  if  the 
pollution  had  not  occured  in  the  first  place  but  almost  invariably 
something  has  to  be  spoilt  or  lost  before  its  value  is  truly 
appreciated? 

There  is  always  difficulty  in  preventing  a nuisance  occuring  unless 
the  situation  can  be  related  to  an  earlier  experience.  No  doubt  the 
last  25  years  have  been  saved  from  World  War  III  due  to  the  known 
destruction  v/hich  occurred  in  the  Second  World  War.  Does  the  world 
have  to  be  grossly  polluted  or  over-populated  before  we  are  convinced 
that  preventive  measures  were  justified? 

Already  children  are  trying  to  prevent  Grandfather  reminiscing 
about  the  war;  perhaps  in  another  25  years  they  will  try  to  prevent 
him  reminiscing  about  pollution;  or  will  Grandfather  be  trying  to 
prevent  children 

25,  APPRECIATION 

Each  year  presents  the  same  problem  of  expressing  appreciation  to 
all  Members  of  the  Gouncil  and  Staff  for  their  help.  A heavy  work  load 
was  building  up  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  was  obvious  that  much 
of  it  could  not  receive  attention  if  time  was  wasted  on  frivolous  matters. 

Their  help  and  understanding  has  been  invaluable  and  this  is 
extended  to  include  Members  of  the  Public  who  have  given  assistance  or 
complied  v/ith  requests  for  action  instead  of  wasting  days  in  litigation.

RODENT  CONTROL  - GENERAL 


Work  on  this  service  has  had  a certain  amount  of  interruption 
as  far  as  continuity  of  labour  is  concerned.  Changes  in  this 
particular  service  have  had  to  be  made  following  the  retirement  of 
Nr.  C.  G.  Harrison. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infestations  due 
mainly  to  the  mild  weather  conditions. 

The  labour  force  has  been  adaptable  to  the  techniques  of 
treatment,  and  the  free  service  has  proved  an  advantage  as  far  as 
administration  and  co-operation  from  the  public  is  concerned. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 


Seven  sites  were  licensed  during  the  year.  There  are  twelve 
sites  now  licensed  in  the  area  involving  four  hundred  and  twenty 
seven  caravans. 

CARAVAN  SITES 


I am  of  the  opinion  that  serious  Planning  attention  should  be 
given  to  the  subject  of  caravan  sites,  because  it  is  evident  that 
this  subject  causes  problems  and  concerns  to  many  local  authorities, 
particularly  where  the  question  of  tourism  arises. 

The  demand  for  this  type  of  development  will  increase  due  to 
more  leisure  time  being  available,  the  rising  hotel  costs,  and 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  car  owners. 

If  accommodation  is  not  adequate,  standards  are  lowered  and 
health  nuisance  arises.  The  increase  of  tourism  in  the  area  and 
the  publicity  encouraging  people  to  visit  the  countryside,  make  it 
important  that  facilities  are  available  when  this  tourist 
population  arrive.  At  the  moment  there  is  a lack  of  amenities. 

Sanitary  accommodation  in  the  country  areas  should  be  made 
more  available  to  the  public.  If  lay-bys  are  to  be  encouraged 
then  hygiene  should  be  considered  and  reckoned  with.  At  the  moment 
these  areas  are  badly  fouled  and  in  a shocking  state.  Hedges 
and  fields  are  soiled  with  bad  habits  and  litter,  and  the  hazard 
to  humans  and  animals  is  obvious.

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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  question  of  whether  refuse  disposal  and  collection  will 
remain  an  integrated  service  is  still  to  be  decided,  and  the 
future  efficiency  of  the  service  will  depend  on  this  issue. 

I feel  that  in  the  future  an  adequate  means  of  disposal 
other  than  crude  tipping  should  be  made  available  by  the 
authority  responsible  for  this  service. 


SEV.'ERAGE 


The  proposals  and  future  responsibility  of  sewage  disposal 
will  in  my  opinion  require  co-operation  from  the  Local 
Authorities  who  continue  to  have  control  of  sewers  and  effluent. 


SEPTIC  TANK  EMPTYING  SERVICE 


The  septic  tank  emptying  vehicle  has  been  of  very  great 
assistance  during  the  year,  and  brought  in  a revenue  of 
£1»103.5Sp.  » compared  with  £953. 29p.  in  1970, 


PUBLIC  LAVATORIES 


The  main  difficulties  that  Local  Authorities  have  to  contend 
with  are  vandalism,  and  lack  of  consideration  by  certain  users  for 
the  remainder  of  the  general  public. 

It  is  quite  obvious  from  the  height  of  the  writing  on  the 
walls  that  the  level  of  intelligence  does  not  match  the  physical 
stature  of  some  of  the  users. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  POLLUTION 

The  unification  of  the  health  functions  and  the  re-organisation 
of  Local  Government  ought  to  improve  the  environmental  pollution 
problem,  particular ly  in  highly  populated  areas. 


COUNCIL  HOUSES 


There  are  sixty  four  applications  for  Council  Houses  in 
the  District.  I have  endeavoured  to  analyse  these  overleaf. 

There  are  189  Council  Houses  under  the  control  of  the 
Council,  scattered  over  16  villages.  105  of  these  houses  are 
connected  to  a main  sewerage  system,  the  remainder  are  served 
by  septic  tanks. 

General  maintenance  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily 
both  by  our  own  labour  and  private  enterprise.  Details  are  given 
on  Page  9.  showing  a comparison  for  last  year.

HOUSING 


The  absence  of  Village  Plans  as  far  as  development  is  concerned 
is  beginning  to  cause  difficulties  in  small  villages,  particularly 
v/here  the  major  type  of  development  is  housing. 

It  is  difficult  to  set  down  a definite  area  for  use  which  would 
retain  the  village  character.  Land  will  need  to  be  specifically 
set  aside  for  the  needs  of  the  community. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  Local  Authorities  should  spend 
money  on  village  conservation,  open  spaces  and  car  parks  and  tree 
planting. 

It  may  appear  that  these  are  of  more  benefit  to  those  who 
visit  the  villages  than  to  the  local  people.  This  point  can  be 
argued  several  ways , and  it  is  not  clear  who  gains  in  the  end, 
but  some  contribution  towards  the  upkeep  of  villages  from  those  who 
simply  ’look  at  them'  would  be  sensible.

The  majority  of  the  general  public  have  no  clear  indication 
of  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  on  the  submission  of  plans  for 
approval.  Some  prefer  to  raaike  their  enquiries  in  ill  informed 
circles  instead  of  making  them  direct  through  the  Local  Authority. 


Recent  developments  at  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  whereby 
the  Local  A.uthority  was  held  responsible  for  negligence  through  the 
Building  Surveyor  approving  a foundation  f or  a dwelling  which 
proved  to  be  insecure,  have  caused  concern  amongst  many  Local 
Authorities. 

It  would  appear  that  it  is  very  important  for  the  Local 
Authority  to  ensure  that  there  is  sufficient  staff  to  cope 
efficiently  with  this  type  of  administration  and  inspection.  The 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  approval  under  the 
Building  Regulations  makes  it  difficult  to  ensure  that  all  aspects 
of  the  Regulations  can  be  effectively  enforced. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


Up  to  date  five  hundred  and  f ifty  four  houses  have  been  brought 
up  to  modern  standards  in  this  district  with  financial  assistance 
from  the  Council,  involving  grants  of  £123,221. 

Following  extensive  publicity  in  the  national  press,  numerous 
enquiries  have  been  received  regarding  improvement  grants,  and 
34  applications  have  been  proceeded  with  during  the  year  under 
review. 

Grants  paid  during  the  year  amounted  to  £14,528.

The  Rural  District  Council  has  not  undertaken  any  improvement 
area  schemes  but  the  number  of  housing  improvement  grant 
applications  tend  to  increase.  I feel  that  the  purpose  of 
improvement  areas  is  to  improve  the  environment  as  well  as  the 
housing  standards.  As  far  as  this  Authority  is  concerned,  there 
is  no  need  to  improve  the  environment,  but  rather  to  protect  the 
existing . 

The  Housing  Act  1971  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  amount 
of  financial  assistance  available  in  the  form  of  improvement  grants,  up 
to  a maximum  of  £1,500,  in  areas  denoted  by  the  Government  as 
'Development  Areas',  into  which  category  Pickering  Rural  District 
falls.  This  has  proved  a great  boost,  and  the  building  trade  in 
country  areas  cannot  absorb  all  the  demands  now  being  made  on  it.

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  throughout  the  area  with 
the  exception  of  Stape : Black  Bull  and  Bean  Sheaf  areas  where  the  collection 
is  fortnightly* 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  crude  tipping  and  the  work  of  keeping 
the  tip  in  a reasonable  tidy  state  is  greatly  aggravated  by  the  haphazard 
way  in  which  ratepayers  tipping  their  own  refuse  operate c 

I have  for  many  years  condemned  this  method  of  refuse  disposal 
and  nothing  has  occured  during  the  past  year  to  cause  me  to  alter  my 
opinion * 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

As  mentioned  in  the  report  for  1 97C  is  was  nob  anticipated  that 
any  work  on  the  extentions  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  would  commence 
before  1972*  This  has  been  so  but  there  is  every  indication  that  work 
will  commence  in  1972* 

During  the  year  9 samples  of  effluent  from  the  works  were  taken 
for  analysis  by  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  & Hull  River  Authority  all  of  which
